Existence of the tunnel was kept 
secret—even after the weekend es­ 
cape—because it was hoped more 
refugees could take the same 
route to the West.

But heavy rains flooded the tun 
nel on Monday. Efforts to pump it 
dry were fruitless and the plan to 
bring more people through it un­ 
der the wall was abandoned. 
Heinrich Albertz. the West Ber­ 
lin senator for interior affairs. I 
disclosed the mass escape at a 
news conference He described the 
tunnel as the longest ever built 
under the wall. But he declined to 
give the length or many other de­ 
tails because he said he did not;

The Bay Of Pigs 


It is now' clear beyond doubt that the venture of 
the Bay of Pigs was an error. It should 
have been 
started, if started K should have been earned to a 
logical conclusion which would have meant, ultimately 
if temporarily, an .American occupation of Cuba. The 
Marines are more thorough than refugees or even 


reserves. 
Ostensibly, we withdrew from the Bay of Pigs 
.•xpeditiiMi after it had started because such an event 
^ .vould have been offensive to the Organization of 
AmencMi States and might have disrupted that body. 
It might even have been a violation of the Rio Treaty. 
Also, and this was the gamble, it might have resulted 
in Russian intervention, 
Although five .American Am­ 
bassadors, reputable and able men, had informed the 
State Dcnartment of the Castro political orientation, 
neither the Whi^e House nor the State Deparment in 
either the Eisenhower or Kennedy administrations 
acknowledged the Communist affiliatiwi of the Castro 


Revolution. 
Today, there is no doubt on that subject, except 
apparently in “The New York Times,” which obdurately 
defends an untenable position. 


Po liticians r*-ply risk ackno wledging erro rs. 
They may be used against them. 
Nev ertheless, 
President Kennedy must so o ner o r later reco gnize 
that his decisio n co ncerning the Bay o f Pigs was a 
griev o us erro r. It is true that Khrushchev might 
hav e said that if y o u o bject to my being 9 0 miles 
fro m y o ur co ast. 1 o bject to y o ur being in Pakistan, 
Iran. Turkey and West Berlin—places ev en nearer 
to my bo rder. 


But had Khrushchev said that, our answer could 
have been that our propinquity to the Russian border 
is the remilt of World War II which we entered mis­ 
takenly to rescue Soviet Russia as well as other coun­ 
tries from the Nazi terror. 
On the other hand, the 
United States policy m Latin America is ba.sed on the 
Monroe Doctrine which Russia, as a continuing nation, 
has incontrovertibly accepted since 1823. 
If « jch conversations ever occurred, they are not 
recorded. 
Instead we appear to be on the verge of 
war with Soviet Russia over Cuba. One of the factors 
for optimism is that in the past, Soviet Russia has 
played on two fronts, expei'ting the West to fall into 
a trap. This happened during the Berlin Airlift when 
Soviet Russia established Red C^ina as a satellite. It 
eould be that in the Soviet mind, the United States can 
be led to compromise by giving up Berlin or possibly 
Iran on condition that Russia gave up Cuba 
It is too late for that because it is impossible to 
trust Russia or the Communist Party of any country. 
The AmerK-an difficulty arises from two phases; 
1. It seems quite impossible for most Americans 
to realize that although the Russians are not 10 feet 
tall, nor do they all have superior intellects, they have 
hi 45 years achieved a rem arkable current position 
and an even greater potential in industry, science and 
art 
They have recognized a simple fact, well under­ 
stood in the United States since the day of Horace 
Mann, that a nation cannot progress unless its people 
ire adequately educated. It is in the field of education 
rather than in diplomacy or industry that Soviet Russia 
is giving us a race 
Their educational methods are 
focu.ssed on national necessity although they have not 
neglected humanistic subjects 


It is silly no t to reco gnize what they hav e 
arro mplished and ho w, particularly if we hav e to 
fight them. To fight an enemy , it is necessary first 
to kno w the enemy . The American peo ple, includ­ 
ing many o fficiais, do no t kno w the Russians and 
It is sad to say , many do nut want to .

1. Today Powell begins an in­ 
vestigation of the chief spark-plug 
of the Liberal Party in New York, 
David Dubinsky of the Interna­ 
tional Ladies Garment Workers— 
who had put a candidate.

The American consumer is the 
object 
of 
anxious 
speculation 
these days. His buying behavior, 
which marketing experts consider 
to be erratic and irrational, de­ 
cides the fate of many industrial 
enterprises 
and. 
in 
aggregate, 
helps shape the economic course 
of the nation. With an almost 
infinity of goods in ample supply 
already vying for consumer atten­ 
tion. competition for the consum­ 
er dollar has never been more 
severe. 
Almost 
in 
desperation, 
m an­ 
ufacturers have stepped up re­ 
search 
and 
development 
pro­ 
gram s in a search for new pro­ 
ducts or for means of dram atical­ 
ly improving existing products. 
Yet it has been estim ated that, 
in 
the 
past two 
years alone, 
for out (rf five new products have 
failed to gain a m arket foothold 
At that rate, industry in the next 
two years will put some $4 bil­ 
lion into developing new products 
which consumers won’t buy. For­ 
m er Labor Secretary Arthur .1. 
Goldberg 
warns 
that 
a 
youth 
starting out to work now can ex­ 
pect that within a decade "his 
j(^ may have disappeared due 
to new proces.ses or loss of de­ 
mand for the products of his in­ 
dustry.” 
Innovatiorus are especially need­ 
ed. it is said, to help end the rela­ 
tive stagnation 
in the durable 
goods sector erf the economy. Dur­ 
able goods, .such as automobiles, 
furniture and household applianc­ 
es. are differentiated from non­ 
durable goods such as food, cloth­ 
ing. tobacco and gasoline, and 
from 
services - • housing, house­ 
hold operation, personal services, 
recreation, education and trans­ 
portation. 
Outlays 
for 
durable 
goods in the past five years have 
failed to show the buoyancy of 
earlier periods. Meanwhile, out­ 
lays for services have been mov­ 
ing ahead. 
OptimisU in the business com ­ 
munity believe that a new and

Today, there is no doubt on that subject, except 
apparently in “The New York T im es," w'hich obdurately 
defends an untenable position. 


Politicians rarely risk acknowledging errors. 
They may be used against them. 
Nevertheless, 
President Kennedy must sooner or later recognize 
that his decision concerning the Bay of Pigs was a 
grievous error. 
It is true that Khrushchev might 
have said that if you object to my being 90 miles 
from your coast. I object to your being in Pakistan, 
Ran. Turkey and West Berlin—places even nearer 
to my border. 


But had K hrushchev said that, our answ er could 
have been that our propinquity to the Russian border 
is the result of World W ar II which we entered m is­ 
takenly to rescue Soviet Russia as well as other coun­ 
tries from the Nazi terror. 
On the other hand, the 
United States policy in Latin A m erica is based on the 
Monroe D octrine which Russia, as a continuing nation, 
has incontrovertibly accepted since 1823. 
If such conversations ever occurred, they are not 
recorded. 
Instead we appear to be on the verge of 
w ar with Soviet Russia over Cuba. One of the factors 
for optim ism is th at in the past. Soviet Russia has 
played on two fronts, expecting the West to fall into 
a trap. This happened during the Berlin Airlift when 
Soviet Russia established Red China as a satellite. 
It 
could be that in the Soviet mind, the United States can 
he led to com prom ise by giving up Berlin or possibly 
Iran on condition that Russia gave up Cuba. 
It is too late for that because it is im possible to 
trust Russia or the Comm unist P arty of any country. 
The Am erican difficulty arises from two phases: 
1. 
It seem s quite im possible for most A m ericans 
to realize that although the R ussians are not IO feet 
tall, nor do they all have superior intellects, they have 
in 45 years achieved a rem arkable current position 
and an even greater potential in industry, science and 
art. They have recognized a sim ple fact, well under­ 
stood in the United States since the day of H orace 
Mann, that a nation cannot progress unless its people 
are adequately educated. It is in the field of education 
rath er than in diplom acy or industry that Soviet R ussia 
is giving us a race. 
Their educational m ethods are 
focussed on national necessity although they have not 
neglected hum anistic subjects. 


It is silly not to recognize what they have 
accomplished and how, particularly if we have to 
fight them. To fight an enemy, it is necessary first 
to know the enemy. The American people, include 
j 
ing many officials, do not know the Russians and 


* * It is sad to say, many do not want to. 


2. 
What is even m ore im portant is for A m ericans 
to realize that blam ing Eisenhow er or Kennedy will 
not solve any problem s. The R ussians have a political 
system which m akes it possible for a decision to be 
m ade. Within the m argins of realism , Russian foreign 
policy has been consistent and constant since about 1920. 
The United States from the tim e of George W ash­ 
ington to Theodore Roosevelt had a fairly consistent 
and constant foreign policy: 
1. 
No entangling alliances; 
2. 
Freedom of the Seas; 
3. 
Protective Tariff; 
4. 
Monroe D octrine. 
5. 
Open Door Policy. 
Then we becam e involved and our policy becam e 
uncertain and confused. 
Since Woodrow Wilson, the 
United States has been used by friend and foe and it is 
tim e to bring ourselves out of this situation by retu rn ­ 
ing to a fixed and continuous policy.

starting out to work now- can ex­ 
pect that within a decade “ his 
job m ay have disappeared due 
to new processes or loss of de­ 
m and for the products of his in­ 
d ustry.” 
Innovations are especially need­ 
ed. it is said, to help end the rela­ 
tive 
stagnation 
in 
the 
durable 
goods sector of the economy. D ur­ 
able goods, such as autom obiles, 
furniture and household applianc­ 
es, are differentiated from non­ 
durable goods such as food, cloth­ 
ing, tobacco and 
gasoline, and

In 1925, when 
radio was a loud infant. Secretary 
of 
Com m erce 
H erbert 
Hoover 
said 
“ Radio com m unication 
is 
not 
to be considered m erely a 
business carried on for private 
gain, for private advertising or 
for 
entertainm ent 
of 
the cu ri­ 
ous. . 
Two years later, the Federal 
R adio Commission issued a pro­ 
nunciam ento 
“ A dvertising should 
fie only incidental to som e real 
service rendered to the public, 
and not the m ain object of a 
program ." There are a lot of m en 
in advertising agencies who dis­ 
pute this. They apply the whip to 
the big networks: CBS, NBG and 
ABC and 47,000.000 hom es are a s­ 
saulted with such raucous noises 
as the gentlem en feel a re needed 
to prod us into buying a specific 
product. 
It is impossible for both sides 
to be right in this m atter. In 1941, 
the first advertising m atter was 
read over television station WNBT 
in New' York. Since then, advertis­ 
ing has become a bigger and big­ 
ger p a rt of our TV fare. In 1950, 
the industry was earning $185,000,- 
000. Ten years later, it w as taking 
in $1.495,000.000. 
Today, the groaning public is 
hit with two and th ree com m er­ 
cials at a tim e. The sam*1 m es­ 
sages about the sam e products 
w eary the sam e custom ers every 
day. Our children recite the re ­ 
petitive jingles. P a ren ts use the 
com m ercial tim e to get a drink of 
w ater, raid the refrig erato r, or 
look up the next program . The 
fatigued mind braces itself for the 
next economic interruption, 
At the movies, custom ers feel 
vaguely uneasy. No com m ercials. 
In a new spaper or a m agazine, 
the custom er has an option lf he 
doesn't 
like the advertising, he 
doesn’t read it. In TV, you sit 
and take it w hether you like it or 
not. And the m ore you take it, 
the less you like it. 
The FCC’s m an Minow said that 
television was a “ vast w asteland.” 
This was tactless and untrue. I 
find a lot to enjoy in television. 
You do, too. Mr. Minow seem ed to 
think that he could threaten the 
industry into cultural entertain­ 
m ent. It is difficult to scare $1,- 
495,000,000. 
Still, he and his associates of 
the FCC control tho licensing of 
all television and radio stations. 
And he and all his predecessors, 
with one or two exceptions <I>oer- 
fer, for one*, have deplored the 
cheap assault of advertising. So 
far, they have not withheld a li­ 
cense on these grounds. 
Long ago, the 
industry 
itself 
adopted a code of ethical p rac­ 
tices, not with any intention of 
abiding by it, but rath er as a 
pacifier for Congress. Some of 


the Senators 
and 
Congressm en 
who own parts of TV and radio 
stations were em barrassed by the 
crass methods used by air ped­ 
dlers to m ake a buck. So the 
code w as adopted, and died of 
neglect. 
It is obvious now th at the TV 
industry, the FCC, and the people 
do not agree. This, I think, is the 
tim e for Congress to step in and 
spell out some new rules for all 
hands. Television, as we know it, 
cannot exist without advertising, 
w hether the governm ent deplores 
it 
or not. The Bob Hopes, the 
P erry Oomos, the Jackie Glea- 
ons, all com e high. 


None of us w ant the big shows 
to stop. We w ant them to con­ 
tinue, and to grow bigger. We 
have the best television in the 
world — far ahead of anything 
I’ve seen in any other country — 
and no one asks TV to retreat.

Section 1343 of the 
F ederal Code forbids the use of 
radio or television to circulate 
any “ schem e or artifice to de­ 
fraud " The violation of this sec­ 
tion can bring a fine of $1,000 and 
five y ears in prison for the per­ 
petrators.
